unsuccessfule One Yang Ying Dong managed to make 
good kis escape and inform C.P.Ce 326, who was in the 
vicinity. As a result four of the persons present 
at the meeting were taken to Gordon Road Station by 
the C.P.C.e, whilst the three members of the Central 
University followed of the own volition. 

The four members of the Wei Ling School in 
custody ovenly admitted that they were opposed to 
the Nanking Regime and were holding a meeting to 
foster anti-Weng sentiment among the students. On the 
other hand the three members of the Central University 
were not slow to admit that they were Wang's 
adherentse 

It was claimed in the staterents of the 
three Central University students that they were 
visiting a friend one Chow Wei Shao (AY iff i) at the 
Yoh Tsing Middle School, which is situated opnosite 
the Kwang Shih Middle School, when they observed the 
meeting in progress. It is more than probable however 
that Chow Wei Shao had previously observed the 
meeting and being admittedly an adherent of the Wang 
Regime had informed his friends in the Intelligence 
Section. 

The salient factors of the case were 
related to D.O. "B* at 11 pem. August 19, when he 


instructed that in the absence of any specific charge 
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all parties should be released, which action was 


taken immediately.
